IN ADDITION, GOC HAS PASSED OUT IN FOOD AID APPROXIMATELY

OF 160,000 PERSONS. THOSE DISPLACED PERSONS ACTUALLY LIVING 
IN REFUGEE CAMPS RECEIVED A SLIGHTLY LARGER FOOD ALLOWANCE, 
(REFLECTED IN ABOVE FIGURES) THAN THOSE NOT LIVING IN TENTS. 

3. THE COST OF THE ABOVE EXPENDITURES, IS, OF COURSE, A 
CONCERN TO THE GOC SPECIAL SERVICES. GOC HAS APPROACHED THE 
UNHCR REGARDING FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE TO HELP COVER THE 
MAIORITY OF THESE EXPENSES. UNHCR PRESENTLY CANNOT PROVIDE

4. UNHCR ASSISTANCE, IN ADDITION, MUST ALSO INCLUDE 
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THE TURKISH CONTROLLED NORTH WHERE ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 
ARE NOT OVERLY FAVORABLE AND WHERE 17-18,000 TURK 
CYPRIOTS ARE PRESENTLY RECEIVING FOOD AID. THIS NUMBER 
IS NOT LIKELY TO DIMINISH IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 

5. EMBASSY POSITION REGARDING FUNDING NEEDS OF GOC 
SPECIAL SERVICES IS ESSENTIALLY SAME AS UNHCR ESTIMATES. 

UNHCR VIEW OF REQUIREMENTS ARE CONTAINED IN REF (D), 
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WHICH OUTLINES WORLD FOOD PROGRAM (WFP) ACTIVITIES IN 1975 
REGARDING DISPLACED POPULATION. WFP PROPOSAL WOULD GO 
LONG WAY TO HELP DEFRAY LARGE LOCAL COSTS OF DISPLACED 
PERSONS PROGRAMS WHILE AT SAME TIME WOULD ENCOURAGE 
REFUGEE EMPLOYMENT SCHEMES AND MODEST REHABILITATION
